You are already aware of the success 


that attended our efforts to throw some 
succors into Lithuania.

from that expedition. I was attacked in 
the neighborhood of Osirolenka by the 
Russians in great force.

was obstinate, a'ul at last generated in- 
to carnage. 
The Russian commander, 


however, in spite of every t h i n g alleged 
to the contrary, was not able to prevent 
the object I had in view.

HURRICANE AT CUBA. 


Our correspondents of the Philadelphia 


United States Gazette, have received Hava- 
na papers to the 271 h Auirnst, from which 
they have made the following translation : 


From the Noticiosa Mercantil of Atig1. 26- 
On the lyth inst. a violent hurricane took 


place in the province of Cuba, which, from 
its great violence and the damage caused, is 
unparalleled in the recollection of the oldest 
inhabitants of the province. 
Some of the 


walls in the iMoro Castle have been rent, ;is 
also the uiagizines, and part of the walls in 
the Military Hospital, but fortunately no lives 
were lost, owing, no doubt, to the uniortuuatc 
accident having taken place from half past 
ten to one in the morning. 
Several vessels 


(names not mentioned) were wrecked in the 
harbor, besides others on the coast. 


Many of the buildings of the city have suf- 


fered considerably, (churches and dwelling 
houses.)
